During the legislative in-

One such report that 


Should provide agenda items 
for interim study and pos- 
sibly for 1968 legislative ac- 
tion comes to us from the 
Commission on California 
State Government Organi. 
zation and Economy, better 
known as the ‘‘Little Hoover 
Commission,’’ 

The commission, after 18 
months of study of profes- 
Sional licensing and regu- 
latory boards, has conclu- 
ded that the only justifica- 
tion for these boards is for 
the protection of the public. 

And in its preliminary re- 
port {t recommends the eli- 
mination of a number of vo- 
cational and professional li- 
censing boards and the con- 
solidation of others. 

In addition, the commis. 
Sion declared the public 
should have a bigger voice 
on all boards; they should 
be composed primarily of 
public members, not mem- 
bers from that business or 
profession, 

Discussing the department 
of professional and voca- 
tional standards, which in- 
cludes the various boards, 
the commission said: 

‘The report emphasizes 
that any licensing board is a 
restriction on the freedom of 
individuals and that far too 
often, a group within a busi- 
Ness or a profession de- 
mands and obtains a licen- 
sing board from the Legis- 
lature simply for the pri- 
mary purpose of improving 
its own status or keeping 
out ‘undesirable competi- 
tion’, ’’ 

If protection of the public 
is to be the only criterion 
used, the report says, then 
a number of existing licens- 
ing boards should be abol- 
ished, The commission found 
that none of the new groups 
Seeking to be licensed by the 
Legislature during the ses- 
Sion just ended met that 
test, 

Among the boards the 
commission said might be 
abolished are the marriage, 
family and child counselors: 
certified shorthand repor- 
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ters, socia] work examiners, 
and yacht and ship brokers. 

In addition it said further 
study should be given tocer- 
tain other boards to deter- 
mine fust how they involved 
the public health and wel- 
fare, Several mergers of 
other boards having related 
duties were recommended, 
among them being the bar- 
bers and cos metologists. 

And finally, the commis- 
sion recommended that one 
single body handle all the 
nursing field, combining the 
board of vocational nurses 
and the board of nursing edu- 
cation and nurse registra- 
tion. 

At the present time, most 
boards are required to have 
one public member. A re- 
current criticism of this 
system, the report said, is 
that ‘‘most of the ‘regula- 
tion’ ts done by the business 
concerned for the benefit of 
a segment of that business,”’ 

The Little Hoover Com- 
mission said also that the 
claim is usually made that 
reducing licensing costs 
does not produce any real 
Saving to the taxpayer, since 
the licensing programs are 
financed by special fees col- 
lected from the licensees. 
However, it pointed out that 
unnecessary programs and 
needless expenditures con- 
tribute to the size and cost 
of state government, 

“Whether the costs are 
met through special fees or 
general taxes, they are still 
borne directly or indirectly 
by the public generally,’ the 
report said, 

Upon studying the report, 
we inthe Legislature may not 
agree with all the conclu- 
Sions of the commission, but 
we will have guidelines for 
subsequent legislation,
